Union, liberty, equality and a protective tarrff 
have largely contributed in making OO.tJQO.OOO 
of people the best fed, tho beat clothed, the 
happiest, the most intelligent und powerful 
that ever existed on eurth. The elevation of 
labor by the abolition of slavery and" tho utter 
repudiation of caste and aristocracy by the 
Republican party has opened to free men and

It promised to reduce the sui- 
plus in the Tresaury, but reversing the rule of 
previous Administrations, has p> rmittotl such 
surplus to lie idle and accumulate to tho in- 
jury of 'he business of tho country, and has 
refused to approve of tho action of a large 
majority of both Houses of Congress directing 
that such surplus bo applied in piymout of the 
Interest-bearing debt of the country • It prom' 
iscd to care for and give attention to the dis- 
abled soldiers apd sailors of tbe late war, and 
th contemptuous veto every 
inst which it coll d find any 
teal objection. It promised 
aon und property of citizens 
Abroad, arid to maintain the 
of the n tiou, yet in its re- 
rilaln it has shown itself 
to either person 
tted our flag to be 
' ' almost In 


in the capital of this Stato. It has used the 
entire power of the Administration to destroy 
silver as money, and by a refusal to execute 
the law aud pay out silver for Government 
dues has ktpt the metal out of circulation, and 
by various devices it has reduced the price of 
silver since the inauguration of President 
Cleveland more than fifteen per cent 
II has 
closed many of our silver mines, and thrown 
thousands of honest laborers out of employ- 
ment. 


III. 


We favor a tariff upon the imported products 


of low-priced foreign labor, so as to protect 
tho interests of American wage-workers, and 
for the development of American industries. 
We demand in behalf of our mining interests 
the maintenance of the present tariff cu lead, 
borax, soda and other mineral productions, 
and in behalf of our wooi-yrowiug interests a 
restoratio of the wool tariff of 1807, aud'we 
denounce the recent attempt of the Democratic 
majority iu the National Honso of Representa- 
tives to paas the Morrison bill reducing tho 
tariff oa the products of our mines and placing 
wool on the free list. 


W« believe in American soil for :-.tin\crli;au 
citizens, ami are opposed tonon-residteut aliens 
becoming landowners. The public domain 
should be reserved as hoiuestuuds for actual 
settlers, and the accninulatiou of large tracts 
or bodies of land iu the hands of corporations 
or individuals should be discouraged, aud in 
ho case i-f laud yrauts to railroad corporations 
where the eni-poi'ittions have failed to comply 
with the conditions of the grunts the land 
should bt- forfeited to ihe Genera, Government, 
und held for tho buueut of nctunl settlers, 


V. 


We i'avoi* the intelligent orgnnizaiiou of la- 
or for such worthy nurpuseH as mutual edu- 
i.tion and for the protection of their interests 
a !.ll things relating to their welfare, aud to 
lie industrial welfare of tli • Country, ami we 
"avor tho enactment of Stato and National 
aws providing tor tho settlement of coutro- 
•ersit-s between employers and employees by 
iicitliods of voluntary arbitration, ot by the 
s;abn.sumi!ut of courts of conciliation, which 
vill avoid the w sto, los.s and ill-feeling re- 
ultiug from strikes and lock-outs, and the 
isual expeiisu of litigation.

, We denounce the action of the Democratic

TVe denounce the pretense of the Democratic 
party of having sympathy for the eanse of lo- 
cal self-government in Ireland while the Dem- 
ocratic House- of Representatives,iu Committee 
of the "Whole, repeatedly refused to endorse 
that principle. In the months of April and 
JuU'- last that body, by Democratic votes, on 
several occasions rejected a resolution indors- 
ing a free Parliament for IrelunJ, which is iu 
the following words: 


1 Resolved that the House of Representatives 
earnestly sympathizes with Bight lion. Wm, 
E. Gladstone and his associates in their efforts 
to secure a free Parliament for the peop e of 
Iroiaud, and congratulates the peon.e of thnt 
bitherto lluhappy country xipon the- pro-spuct 
of un e'*rly and sue easful .termination of theirt 
loUii and vatriotic struggle for the right of local 
self government." 
Thereby destroying the growth of a libera 
spirit throughout Groat Britain. 


VIII. 


"We commend tho efforts of Senator Jones and 
Congressman Woodburn in obtaining an ap- 
propriation of S'.tO,009 for public land surveys 
n this State, and we condemn the action of the 
Gouimissi ner of the General Land liffloe in 
wi t.holding moneys appropriated for that pur- 
pose, aud particulaiiy c-ndema tho action oi 
senator 1'air in absenting himself from Wash- 
iugton during all the time when appvopria 
tiolis tor this Stale were under consideration 
by the Senate. 


IX, 


"We endorse tho action of Senator Jones and 
Congress man Woodburn in taeir efforts to sup- 
press polygamy in Utah, aud to check tho 
growth of disloyalty to the Government in that 
Territory, and we fully endorse tho principles 
of the bills introduced for that purnose by 
Congressman Woodburn. We endorse the ac- 
tion of the Republican Senate in pa^sinH in 
the early days of the last session of Cougress a 
bill well calculated to suppress tho growing 
e-vil of polygamy, and check the growth of tbe 
hostile power of tho Mormon Ohurch, which Is 
threatening the peace and tarnishing the good 
n&nje of the United States.

It would double the obli- 
gution of bonds aud all other contracts for the 
payment of money, which now aggregate in the 
civilized world the enormous Bum of more ti an 
one hundrtd thouscnd million dollars, and
